waters of the Archipelago than upon tho Black 
Sea, blows almost constantly from the beginning 
of the month of April to the end ef September 

The south wind, whieh a for a fow days 
to the north, does not a aruntil the vapours, 
accumulated upon the isles of the Archipelago, 
have there condensed the air and diminished the 
heat of the temperature: it is for this reasen 
that it is always wet and sometimes stormy. In 
the winter only, when all the high mountains of 
Eurapean Turkey are covered with enaw, do the 
east, west, and north-west winds blow. These 
are always very cold and snowy. 

With all these meteornlogic advantages, Can- 
stantinop!e ought to be ignorant of the exist- 
ence of the plague, which, almoat most active 
in heavy and weteweather, owes probably ite 
origin and its renéwal, as many observations 
have proved, te the warm and marshy places in 
the environs of Damictta, in Lower Egypt, 
whence this scourge, lesa fatal than the yellow 
fever, because it is easy to restrain and avoid 
it, epreade itself throughout all the provinces of 
the Ottoman empire. But the carelessness of | 
the Government, the dominion of fanaticiam and | 
of established usages, will preserve the germe of 
this destructive malady aa long as thw capital 
shall continue to langawh under the yoke of 
these incorngible barbarians. 

The suburbe of Fenar and Eyoub form part of 
Constantine le, and are only separated from 
it by walle of enclosure. Both are situated at 
the extremity of the harbour. Fenar ie inhabited 
by the Patriarch and the principal Greek famm- 
hes, and by the n-ynerous suite of domestia® 
dependents which aro attached tothem. E 
in peopled by Turks only, end it containa the 
famous mosque ealled by the same name, whi- 
ther the Ottoman Sultans, after their accesmon 
to the throne, repair, in order to be girded 
by the chief of the emire with the sabre of com- 
mand, whieh ia the symbol of the military sove- 
reignty 

The euburbs of Hassekni, Hasion Pacha, Ga- 
lata, end Tophane, alletuated ale the north. 
ern bank of the harbour, are inhabited, the firet 
by Jows, the second by the persons a po 
on the naval arsenal, the third by traders of all 
nations, among which are 30 European factors, 
and the fourth by cannoniers, artillery workmen, 
and thor famihes. These suburbs, placed at 
the foot of a hill, are less healthy than the other 
parts of Constantinople, on account of their ex 
posure to the south, and do not enjoy, like Pera 
and Saint Dimitri, which are situated on the 
upper plateau that commands them, the agreea- 
ble and salutary winds of the Diack Sea. 

The auburb of Scutari, situated on the Asiatic 
coast, is in a happy and cheerful position. Th 
air which im breathed there ia always pure anc 
fresh; ita environs are fertile: it serves as the 
point of departure and arrival to all the cara. 
vane which traverse Asia Minor in thew journey 
to Persia, Syria, and Hindostan. Its population 
ia more than 30,000 souls. 

The materiel of Constantinople and of ite au- 
burbs is composed of 14 imperial tnonques, 200 
ordinary moerques, about 300 monagids, 90 be- 
sexta, more than 600 fountains, and about 

100,000 hou -gs. 

The grand mosques of which the magnificent 
columns were almost all taken from the ruined 
temples of ancient Greece, have been construct- 
ed upon the model of the church of St. Sophia,

EXTRAORDINARY CHARGE OF FRAUD. 
BinMInGuHam, Sept. 18.—The attention of 

the Magistrates of the pubhe office here was yea- 

terday occupied during a great length of time by 
an investigation of a very curious mature. John 

Webster, a respectable shopkeeper residing in 

Worcester-street, in this town, wae charged by 

the parish officers with defrauding George 

‘Rooke and Joseph Holder of the sum of two 

gumeas, and also of enticing Rooke to leave the 

town, by which his wife and children became, 
or were likely to become, chargeable on the 
atieh. The hearing of the case occupied near- 

i. three hours, and az it would be tiresome to 

give a matter of rather local interest at length, 

the following sketch of the circumstances may 
suffice :—- 
About the beginning of this month, the wsils 


form of a ‘* Proclamation’’ (headed by the 
Royal Arms,) stating that 10,000 emigrants 
were wanted in America by the ‘*Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal Company,’’ to act as labour- 
ers. The terms on which these persons were to 
be employed were as follows:—-Every one in- 
clined to contract with the ‘* Company,’ was 
required to pay a guinea to the agent ( Webster, 
the prisoner,) as a guarantee of security to the 
Company, and as a makeweight towards the 
expenses of his passage. Such as were able to 
pay £6 for a passage across the Atlantic, were 
conveyed there on stipulating to give their first 
three months labor (gratis) to the Company 
for such conveyance. A great number of per- 
sons who heard of this El Dorado in the unclear. 
ed wilds of America, called at Webster's office, 
where they saw him and a Mr. Bennett (the same 
gentleman who was unfortunately drowned last 
week, when going in the Liverpool and London 
mail, on his return to Liverpool, where he resid- 
ed.) Among others who thus paid a guinea 
each were Rooka and Holder. The former (a 
smith) was assured of plenty of work, and at the 
probable renumeration of 5Js. per week: the 
latter (a painter) was told that the **Company"’ 
intended building houses, when his trade would 
be eminently useful to them, and profitable to 
him. On endey, the 7th inst., these persons, 
with a cargo of similar ‘‘ live stock,’’ were for- 
warded to Liverpool by what Webster called a 
** Canal Fly-boat—-without doubt, however, its 
powers of volitation were not very great, for the 
consignment (addressed to Mr. Bennett, at Li- 
verpool) did not reach its destination until the 
following Saturday; for this voyage each man 
was charged 5s. This fortune of the ten thou- 
sand (which bids fair to be as celebrated in 
Birmingham as the like number under Xenophon 
was in Greece) immediately repaired to the 
residence of B tt, and on insisting on seeing 
him, learned that he had been drowned the day 
before. They then went toa Mr. H. B. Richards, 
who informed them that he did require 500 la- 
borers to go to America, but had no connexion 
with or knowledge of Webster and Bennett, or 
with, or of any person who took money from 
those whom they engaged to go. It must not 
be forgotten that Bennett, on giving the agency 





with this very Mr. Richards. The poor men 
thus cast adrift by the death of Bennett, where 
glad enough when Palmer, a Police Officer, ar- 
tived from Birmingham with power to appre- 
hend such of them as had left their families 
chargeable on the parish. The receipt of the 
money by Webster, and the fact of the placards 
(issued by him) stating him to be the agent, 
were fully proved. The defence was that the 
matter was not one of fraud, but a simple 
breach of contract, which would have been 
completed but for the death of Bennett, who 
was the agent of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Company in Liverpool, and had appointed 
Webster his agent in Birmingham. The pri- 
soner was remanded until Monday, to give the 
parish solicitor an opportunity of procuring the 
evidence of Mr. Richards. Bail, to aes 
amount, was offered for him, pending the re-ex- 
amination, but declined, as his appearance, if 
bailed before commitment, could not easily be 
compelled. The matter thus rests for the pre- 
sent. What the denouement may be, or what 
new features the case may assume, it is impos- 
sible and would be unfair to predict. The inte- 
rest excited in Birmingham is most intense. 
The tide of feeling sets strongly against the pri- 
soner, who, it is said, has received money to the 
tune of some hundreds of pounds, as agent to 
this Canal Company.

Two new and beautiful roads between France 
and Savoy, have been 
into execution by the Sardinian government, 
and will very shortly be opened to travellers. | 
The first of these roads, which parses over the | 
Mont du Chat, will shorten the distance be- 
tween Paris and Chambery, by no less than 
eleven posts (more than 60 miles.) It branches 
off from the present road to Lyons at Tournug, 
in Burgundy, where it crosses the Soane, and | 
passes through Rourg, Pont d'Ain, Belley, | 
Yonne, over the Mont du Chat, &c. to Cham- 
bery. In order to make this road complete, a 
bridge over the Rhone at Yonne will be neces- 
sary; but the road is perfectly practicable 
without thie--though the passage of the river 
by a boat is inconvenient, and sometimes not 
without danger. 

The second of these two new roads, i one 
which was, in fact, commenced by Napoleon, 
between Antibes, Nice, and Genoa. The King 
of Sardinia has ordered thia road to be finished, 
and tw be continued on from Savonia to Men- 
thon, by Alberga, Oneilla, San Remo, &c. 
This second road is in @ state of great forward- 
ness, and will pass through a country of singular 
beauty and fertility. 

We understand the British Plate Glass Com- 
pany (whose works at Ravenhead in Lancashire 
His Majesty once visited) have cast some of the 
largest and most magnificent glasses ever pro- 
duced in England. There are at the present 
time in the Company's warehouse in London,

In the absence of political news of interest, 
we propose, now and then, to devote a column 
to extracts from the file of the Gazette, when it 
was conducted by Mr. Cowdroy.

The first paper in the volume contains the w- 
solutions of a public meeting, held December

In the true bills the 
floats of the wheel, and the windows of the stern, 
are distinct, anda sloop in the distance very 
well done, with all sails set.

Two new and beautiful roads between France 
and Savoy, have been projected and carried 
into execution by the Sardinian government, | 
and will very shortly be opened to travellers. 
The first of these roads, which parses over the 
Mont du Chat, will shorten the distance be- 
tween Paris and Chambery, by no less than 
eleven posts (more than 60 miles.) It branches 
off from the present road to Lyons at Tournug, 
in Burgundy, where it crosses the Soane, and 
passes through Rourg, Pont d*‘Ain, Belley, | 
Yonne, over the Mont du Chat, &c. to Cham- 
bery. Inorder to make this road complete, a 
bridge over the Rhone at Yonne will be neces- 
sary; but the road is perfectly practicable 
without this--though the passage of the river 
by a boat is inconvenient, and sometimes not 
without danger. 

The second of these two new roads, m one 
which was, in fact, commenced by Napoleon, 
between Antibes, Nice, and Genoa. The King 
of Sardinia has ordered this road to be finished, 
and tu be continued on from Savonia to Men- 
thon, by Alberga, Oneilla, San Remo, &c. 
This second road is in a state of great forward- 
ness, and will pass through a country of singular 
beauty and fertility. 

We understand the British Piate Glass Com- 
pany (whose works at Ravenhead in Lancashire 
His Majesty once visited) have cast some of the 
largest and most magnificent glasses ever pro- 
duced in England. There are at the present 
time in the Company's warehouse in London, 
glasses from eleren te thirteen feet in length, 
and six to seven feet in width,which are in all 
respects fitted for the magnificent saloons of the 
New Palace; and should such objects be need- 
ed, they will doubtless have the preference over 
those manufactured in a foreign country. 

William Gore, and Henry, the eldest and the 
youngest sons of Mr. Elliston, of the Surrey 
Theatre, sailed last week as passengers on board 
the Chatham, for New South Wales. William 
Gore is the gentleman who, last season, came out 
as anactor at his father’s Theatre. The two 
brothers are to land at Hobart's Town, and from 
thence proceed up the country, to follow the 
avocation of agriculturalists.

COWDROY REDIVIVUS. 
In the absence of political news of intorest, 
we propose, now and then, to devote a column 
to extracts from the file of the Gazette, when it 
was conducted by Mr. Cowdroy. The volume 
which les before ua is for 1802: 
The first paper in the volume contains the w- 
solutions of a public meeting, held December 
18, 1801, to form a Coflee-House, Tavern and 
News-Rooms. Thus originated the Exchange 
News-Room; of the gentlemen appointed a com- 
mittee, Mr. John Railton is the only one who 
survives. Mr. late, we see, by an advertise- 
ment, was, as he is now, agent to the Phonix 
Fire Office; and Messrs. Clarkes, Thomson and 
Bancks, were booksellers. Ina subsequent pa- 
per, Mr. Cowdroy says that he has great plea- 
sure in reminding his readers of the two most 
important events of the we year, ‘the dis- 
missal of Ministers and a termination of the 
War.’’
